places, was valued at several hund­ 
red .dollars. 
In one place the agent discovered 


a secret room in the basement built 
of cement 
and filled w ith 
w hiskey 


and high-priced wines. 
A blind trap 
door was the only 
entrance. 
Tile 


agents craw led 
through 
this door, j 
and, w ith axes, smashed several bar- | 
lads of whisky and casks of wine. 
Special Agent M atulys led the raid 
and the hist place entered was Dud­ 
ley & M ah an ’s, in tile heart of tile 
business 
district. 
T. ^ E. 
Brents, 
w ho bas charge of the Indian bureau 
sub-agency in B em idji, was a mem­ 
ber 
of 
tile 
raid in g 
party. 
Ile 
charged Dudley w ith ignoring t h r e e 
w arnings from tho governm ent and 
rem inded him th at 
he had opened 
his saloon hut recently a fte r h aving 
once been closed by the governm ent. 
B rentz declared th at 
upon 
a tele­ 
graphic order from W . E. Johnson, 
head of the bureau, he was compelled 
to destroy his liquor stock. 
Barrels 
were 
then 
broken 
open, 
casks em ptied 
and 
bottled 
goods 
smashed. 
The stuff 
destroyed 
iii 
this place consisted of 211 h a lf b ar­ 
rels of w hisky, tw o barrels of alco­ 
hol, eleven cases of bottled goods, 
three eases of bitters, ten 
gallons 
kegs of w hisky, four eases of fancy 
w hisky, four cases of cham pagne and 


six barrels of wine.

agents discovered the secret h id ing 
room, much of the w hisky and ex­ 
pensive w ine being stored there.

tube device was used in fillin g orders. 
M r. Dudley was incensed by the 
destruction of his property and en­ 
tered o bjectio n s'm o re violent than 
polite, and followed them up by a 
quick blow on Agent M atu lys’ head, 
knocking that officer down a five foot 
p latform at the rear of the saloon, 
w here he landed on the snow and on 
broken glass. 
A lthough stunned for a mom ent 
M atu lys regained his feet, drew his 
revolver 
and 
w ith 
Agents 
Brents, 
who had been dum ping the bottled 
goods in the street, attem pted to re ­ 
en ter the saloon. 
Dudley had, how - 
ever, locked and barricaded the door. 
The tw o agents then sought en­ 
trance by w’ay of a w indow when 
they found themselves looking into 
the barrels of a big shotgun.

Brents made a dash for the w indow , 
broke the glass and clim bed in. The 
gun had been dropped by th is tim e 
and Dudley, 
when

H » was then led to the 
back door and told to keep his hands 
above him and to “ beat it ’’ and he 
was obeying these orders w hen last 
seen. 
From the Dudley & Ita lia n place 
the agents marched

Shore saloon of Louis Anderson on 
Second street. 
Anderson had no re­ 
sistance to offer and a fte r ta k in g a 
d rin k of his own w hisky turned the 


place over to the governm ent agents 
who quickly 
destroyed

of w hisky, ten cases of bottle I w his­ 
ky, tw o cases of rock and rye, two 


gallons of w ine and ten gallons of 
gin.

by co-operating w ith the government 
in an effort to keep liquor from the 
Indians, they may be perm itted to re­ 
new their licenses to sell tile stocks ol 
liquor which they now have on hand. 
A fter announcing that since Tues­ 
day morning his men have destroyed 
more than 3.000 gallons of liquor Spe­ 
cial Agent Brents said: 
“There is absolutely no truth in Hie 
report that the saloons of Bem idji are 
to be closed either by myself or by 
deputy special officers of the Indian 
department. 
I have no order from 
Washington to close the saloons of 
Bem idji as a whole now or any otic r 
ti 4 
Disobeyed Orders. 


“It should bt 
understood, however 
that the order restricting shipments 
holds good over the entire territory

saloonkeepers 
whose stocks were demolished in Be­ 
midji had disobeyed our orders.

“tem porarily have released their hold 
on our throats for the purpose of get­ 
ting a fresh grip. 
The so called reduc­ 
tion in meats is fictitious. 
Its manipu­ 
lation was deliberate, just as the in­ 
crease in prices was unjust, unreason­ 
able and uncalled for by conditions 
prevailing 
throughout

country. 
The prim s were fictitious at the top 
note Ii because they were forced there 
a rb itra rily by the interests.
